—In exercise of the powers conferred under Sec¬ 
tions 48 and 49 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Tariff Authority 
for Major Ports hereby amends Note (4) of Section III (1) of the Mumbai Port Trust 
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Scale of Rates charged at the Bunders relating to maximum rebate admissible in per 
cent of the total charges recovered on vessels which are completely broken and re¬ 
moved prior to the expiry of the regulated period, as in the Order appended hereto.

Th Mumbai Port Trust (MBPT) has submitted a proposal for 
amendment of Note (4) of Section III (I) of the Mumbai Port Trust Scale of Rates 
charged at the Bunders relating to maximum rebate admissible in per cent of the 
total charges recovered on vessels which are completely broken and removed 
prior to the expiry of the regulated period. 

2. Prior to 1991, the ship breaking charges were on the basis of Light . 
Displacement Tonnage (LDT) and at a very nominal rate. In 1991 the ship 
breaking charges were hiked by changing the basis from LDT to GRT and fixed 
at Re. 1/- per GRT per day. In order to cope with the congestion, it was decided 
not to accept applications for beaching of vessels temporarily; and, in 1996 the 
ship breaking charges were further increased from Re 1/- per GRT per day to 
Rs. 3/- per GRT per day. The increase in the rate of ship breaking was resisted 
by the ship breakers and the workmen’s unions who appealed to the Ministry of 
Surface Transport for intervention in rolling back the hike. The position was 
reviewed by th© MBPT and decided to grant 25% exemption on the ship 
breaking charges on early completion In relation to the prescribed norm. It was 
reported that the levy of ship breaking charges in terms of GRT discouraged the 
ship breakers from bringing bigger vessels to the MBPT. It has been noticed 
that during the year 1997-98, out of the 47 vessels brought, 44 vessels were of 
less than 10,000 GRT. In 1998-99 out of 30 vessels, 27 vessels were of less 
than 10,000 GRT. 

3. The Iron, Steel, Scrap & Ship Breakers’ Association of India has 
requested the MBPT for a change in the existing system of levy of ship breaking 
charges. The charges may be based on LDT or fixed at Rs. 10,000 per day or 
Rs. 3/- per GRT per day, whichever is lower or to lift the ceiling of rebate or raise 
the ceiling from 25% to 50%. They are not in a position to bring bigger vessels 
to the MBPT because of the exorbitant rate. 
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4. The analysis of the records relating to ship breaking shows that 

there was decline in the tonnage due to the reduction in ships’ sizes. The small 
ships are causing heavy pollution to the sea. For encouraging bigger ships 
being brought for beaching and breaking, the port considers granting higher 
rebate instead of changing the present mode of levy of charge. The existing levy 
of charges is lucrative to the port without much operating expenditure being 
incurred in the activity. In case of grant of a higher rebate to larger ships, the 
port will continue to be benefited besides decreasing chances of pollution. The 
Port has also stated that unless some immediate measures are taken, the ship 

breaking activity in MBPT may not survive. The Port Trust therefore, feels that 
rather than going in for a general increase in the percentage of rebate, the 
objective being to attract larger vessels, the percentage rebate for larger vessels 
can be increased. Accordingly, foe MBPT has proposed that foe ceiling on foe 
rebate for quicker breaking of the ship may be revised as given below: 


Size of the ship 


Maximum rebate admissible In per 
cent of the total chargee recovered. 


GRT upto 10,000 25% 

GRT above 10,000 40% 


5. Since the proposal is to give some rebate to foe port users in order 
to attract more vessels of a bigger size for beaching and breaking, it is felt that 
the amendment will be welcomed by all. Bearing in mind the nature of the 
proposal and its overall implications, it is also felt that there is no need to follow 
the usual procedure of calling for comments from the port-users/representative 
body of port users and holding a joint hearing at the port level. 

6. Accordingly, the Authority approves the proposal of the MBPT to 
delete the existing Note (4) of Section III (I) of the Scale of Rates charged at the 
Bunders and substitute it with the following:* 

"(4) Vessels which are completely broken and removed prior to the 
expiry of the regulated period will be granted a rebate in the form of 
part of the charges recovered under (2) above. The percentage of 
rebate shall be worked out as under 

Regulated period, in days — No. of days actually taken 




Regulated period, in days. 
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The rebate as worked out above will be subject to a ceiling as 
under depending upon the size of the ship:
